‘Mr. Scuxnox’s Taxation: bill brings the 
House to one of the 
sion. The manner in which its performance 
has commenced does not inspire very lofty 
,antacipations.as to the result. The consid- 
“eration of changes in internal revenue which 
does not begin with an intelligent diseusmon 
of the changes that are required, and a 
definite decision as to the extent to which 
they shall be carried, is not likely tobe comi- 
prehensive or satisfactory. 

The question to be primarily determined 
is, What amount of relief shall be afforded 
by ‘the rednétion of taxes?’ This  sbtéled, 
the’ particular taxes “to be reduced or re- 
‘pealed, will be the point next in order to be- 
acted upon. As yet, however, the first re-: 
quirement has been evaded. [The Committes 
of Ways and Means has published no exposi- 
tion upon the subject; it has prepared abd 
presented a mass of details for legislative 
action,—and there ite labor has ended.
